EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art 
teaches methods for determining location of wireless devices and motion detectors for 
determining motion of mobile devices. However, the prior art does not suggest or teach 
methods of ascertaining dynamic attributes in a system wherein calculating the absolute 
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difference between the long term average and the short term average in the case that 
the difference is greater than the allowable range, in which indication that the dynamic 
system attribute has been positively identified and wherein if the difference is less than 
the allowable range, continuing with the addition of number of samples of the variable 
for the long term average and continuing to update the sliding window for the short term 
average.
